WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (UP)— 
Republican Senator Wayne Morse 
of Oregon today widened his 
breach with the Republican lead- 
ership by accusing Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and Senator Richard 


M. Nixon of “stalling” in reveal- 
ing “all the’ facts” about their 
personal fingmees. , 

“If they have nothing to hide,” 
Morse said, “it is a simple matter 
to turn over to the press their 
office copy of their tax returns.” 

Morse supported Eisenhower 
for the G.O.P. presidential nomi- 
nation, but announced after the 
General’s reconciliation meeting 
with Senator Robert A. Taft that 
he would not campaign for the 
nominee. 

“Eisenhower and Nixon should 
stop stalling on making public 
their income tax returns,” Morse 
said in a statement. 

“No time for the preparation 
of a financial statement is needed 
if they have any desire to give 
the public a true copy of their 
official returns. In view of the 
charges and countercharges about 
the financial practices of the can- 
didates on both tickets, the public 
is entitled to have all the facts. 
Eisenhower and Nixon have 
ne to date to provide those 
acts.” 


FIVE RESERVISTS 
KILLED IN PLANE 
CRASH IN CANAL 


CHESTER, Calif., Oct. 11 (AP) 
—A grocer and three young 
children were found murdered 
today on an old logging road six 
miles from this mountain town. 

A fourth child was gravely in- 
jured. 

Robbery was the apparent mo- 
tive. The grocer, Gard Young, 
43 years old, was carrying $7100 
in cash which he had just with- 
drawn from a bank when he and 


the children vanished yesterday. 

Young, with his three daugh- 
ters, Sondra, 34% years old, Judy 
6, and Jean 7 and a neighbor 
boy, Michael Faile, 4 had driven 
from his Chester store. to West- 
wood, 11 miles northeast, to ob- 
tain money for cashing payroll 
checks. They disappeared short- 
ly after leaving the bank. 

The surviving child was Sondra. 


Mrs. Dorothy Elliott, who was 
caring for Mrs. Young, said she 
had-received word that two of the 
bodies were stuffed in the trunk 
of Yeung’s car. The money was 
gone. 

Mrs. Young was at home with 
her infant son when the bodies 
were found. 

More than 100 citizens had 
joined in a ground and aerial 
search since the group disappear- 
ed. 

The grocer’s car was spotted 
from the air early today, but offi- 
cer Jeff Cooley of the state high- 
way patrol Said the discovery was 
made on the ground by a deer 
hunter who telephoned him. 

The area is in Lassen and 
Plumas countiés, in a rugged 
timbered region of northern Cal-

Such a program would hurt 
not only you but the whole United 
States in the life and death strug- 
gle we are waging with Soviet 
Russia. Remember that the Re- 
publican Hawley-Smoot _ tariff 
bill of 1929 crushed world trade. 
It also helped drive Germany and 
Japan into the policy of self-con- 
tainment that paved the way for 
dictatorship. 

Let us consider @ne country: 
Japan. She has 85,000,000 people 
and the greatest workshop in the 
Far East. Every day she must 
feed 5000 new mouths. In 20 
years her population may. exceed 
100,000,000. But remember this: 
Japan has been stripped of her 
former overseas possessions. From 
them, she got food and raw mate- 
rials. Today she must feed 85,- 
000,000 people on an acreage of 
arable land no greater than that 
of New York state. 

How is Japan to live if she can- 
not trade abroad? How can she 
live if we deny her access to our 
market; the world’s richest and 
most compact market: If we deny 
her that access, de you believe 
the Japanese will starve to please 
Senator Taft? Won't they turn to 
the great, nearby markets of Red 
China and Red Russia? Doesn't 
this mean that ultimately we will 
lose our great Japanese ally to 
Communism? And if this should 
happen would not the.odds against 
us become crushingly heavier 
than they are now? 


On the other hand, a prosper- 
ous Japan could be—as she was 
before the war—one of our great- 
est customers. You know how 
many ships once entered and teft 
your harbor for Japan. She was 
once our third largest customer. 
She became the largest buyer of 
raw cotton. Even if the Old Guard 
thinks of foreign trade as a one- 
way street, that trade is, and must 
be, a two-way street. We cannot 
sell without buying and we can- 
not go on exporting dollars for- 
ever. 


On Oct. 7, Senator Taft told 
ap audience at Elgin, fl., that 
he had voted time after time 
against reciprocal trade agree- 
ments. 

I cannot exaggerate the dead- 
ly importance of this state- 
ment. It foreshadows more than 
the blight that would descend 
upon New Orleans if his views 
should prevail. And it foere- 
shadows more sinister results at 
the hands of Soviet Russia. 

I am not a man given to éxag- 
geration. Nor did I want to fright- 
en you into voting for me. I shall 
continue te appeal to your minds 
rather than to your solar plexus. 
Yet I now beg you to listen care- 
fully. 

The Soviet Party Congress re- 
cently convened in Moscow. Its 
meeting was desctibed by Pravda, 
the chief Soviet. government 
newspaper, as “the greatest event 
in the ideological life of the Com- 
munist party and the Soviet peo-

to engage us fh a great shooting 
war; that he will simply wait it 
out because we are so blind =

Here I bid you pause and 
think before it is too late. The 
mentality of the Repitiblican 
party in foréign trade has been 
well assessed by Stalin. He has 
seized upon one of the keys 
that may open the door to our 
downfall, if we permit him to 
use it. I say to you with the 
utmost conviction that if we fol- 
low the suicidal foreigh tradé 
fanaticism of the Republican 
party, we may condemn this 
nation to isolation and destruc- 
tion. 

Stalin, then, prepéses to con- 
quer us, not by arms, but by 
taking advantage of what he 
believes to be our stupidity. 
This is not a battle that can be 
won by cannon or bombs. And it 
cannot be won by a few min- 
utes’ briefing of army officers 
on the immensely complicated 
area of foreign trade and for- 
eign finance—particularly . by 
Republican politicians te whom 
reciprocal trade is distasteful. 


But, to come back to the south 
after this brief excursion abroad. 
My sympathy for the south, and 
my attempts to understand its 
problems, were not cooked up 
yesterday to catch your votes. 
Friendliness for the south is an

You long had éverything that 
makes for prosperity. But, for 
decades, the great majority of the 
people of Louisiana ate the dry 
crusts of poverty. Many of them 
dragged out their lives in the 
shadowy world of undernourish- 
ment. They were too weak to live 
fully and too strong to die. 

Malaria, pellagra and other dis- 
eases sapped the strength of 
thousands. Your health servi¢es 
were pitifully inadequate. How 
many people died because they 
couldn't get médical treatment, 
ho one knows except God and 
their familiés. Your roads were 
poor, especially your farm-to- 
market roads, There were too few 
schools and teachers for yotir 
children. In rural areas, school 
terms were often too short for 
genuine education. There was not 
enough money for longer terms 
and many men couldn't live at ail 
unless their children worked and 
added something to wretchedly 
low family incomes. 


Farmers sold their produce for 
what they could get. Working 
people sold the sweat of their 
faces and the toil of their hands 
for a pittance. And so there rest- 
ed upoh this lovely state, this po- 
tentially rich state, the bone- 
chilling breath of poverty. 


By 1933 the people of the Unit- 
ed States had lived for 40 years— 
except for one eight-year interval 
—under Republican rule. Most of 
you had littlé to show for it ex- 
cept perhaps a corner of thé earth 
where you vainly sought shelter 
against the arrows of misfortune. 
By 1933 your condition was little 
better than that of the natives of 
India. Your average yearly in- 
come per person was then $222, 
or 65 cents a day. 

The thin pretense was main- 
tained that you were sovereign 
citizens of sovereign states. Ac- 
fually, Louisiana and the .South 
had long been convérted through 
Republican leadership, with its 
control of money afd banking, 
into an American India. That 
leadership had succeeded in mak- 
ing the whole South colonies’ of 
the rich industrial northeast that 
it largely controlled. Théy were 
your absentee landlords. They 
used every method possible to 
keep you a primitive, agricultural 
economy through their control of 
the money and banking systems 
of the nation. It is only during 
the past 20 years that you were 
liberated from colonialism and 
began to come into your rightful 
estate as freé citizens of a frée 


country, fully participating in all |

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The World’s Neglected Children 


It ought to be easier to raise money for the 
United Nations’ International Children’s Emer- 
gency Fund than for most other purposes. Who 
commands more of our sympathy than the child 
victim of a world he never made? 

Yet UNICEF is again lagging behind its goal 
of $20,000,000 for the year. That happens to 
break down to only about four cents for every 
underprivileged child, and it hardly speaks with 
any eloquence for the warmth of thé world’s 
héart. 

One difficulty is that Congress approved a 
$9,000,000 donation to the fund, but failed to 
appropriate the money. This is’ not said with the 
intention of glossing Over the fact that, over the 
years, the United States has been the chief con- 
tributor to the fund and that Congress has ap- 
propriated $6,000,000 for the period running 
through December 1953. 

But hungry children, sick children, children 
without homes and schools are not going to get 
much help out of statistics showing the relative 
generosity of one nation or another. It does not 
help either to know that more governments than 
ever are now contributing to the fund—since 
their total contributions have fallen off. 


Maybe Ratko Pleic of Yugoslavia had a good 
idea when he suggested “a broader basis” for 
collecting this fund. Maybe there ought to be a 
direct appeal to the people of every U.N. coun- 
try—a sort of, tag day—once a year. Surely, peo- 
ple would give mot as individuals than they 
now do through their governments. And it 
might give all of us a very good and useful feel- 
ing to know that all around the globe people 
were answering the same appeal at the same 
time. 
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The Communist Maze of History 

The Soviet rule of saying anything or doing 
anything that offers promise, however momen- 
tarily, of promoting Soviet ambitions, is pre- 
senting some imposing problems te Soviet 
historians. . 

Bertram D. Wolfe, bureau chief with the Voice 
of America and author of “Three Who Made a 
Revolution,” writes about it in Foreign Affairs. 
‘Under the title “Operation Rewrite, the Agony 
of Soviet Historians,” Mr. Wolfe tells how every 
new twist in the Russian Communist line com- 
pels a rewriting of history. 

In 1945, for example, the Normandy landing 
was “a brilliant achievement ... The history of 
war knows no other enterprise like it for 
breadth of purpose, grandiose skill, and master- 
ful execution.” That was when the Soviet 
masters thought it was temporarily to. their 
advantage to talk like-friends of the West. 


A mere year later, when opportunism seemed 
to the Kremlin to dictate another attitude, the 
same Normandy landing was referred to in a 
new ‘edition of the same history book as having 
occurred only after England and the United 
States had “dragged out the opening of a second 
front” for three years and it had become “clear 
that the Soviet Union might alone defeat the 
enemy, occupy Germafy and liberate all West- 
ern Europe, including France.” 


So difficult has it become to follow the 
writhings of Soviet history, and so terrible may 
be the punishment of the historian of one twist 
when a new twist supersedes it, that Stalin is 
having -difficilty finding historians to take 
orders. No one has stepped forward to write a 
history of the Communist Party and the regime 
though he has been suggesting it, ordering it, 
wheedling for it with prizes and threatening 
punishment if it is not forthcoming, for more 
than 20 years! 

The doctrine of complete opportunism has 
never been defended on any other ground than 
.that of practicality. Morally it fs rotten, but 
Stalin believes, as did Lenin before him, that 
t works. But does it work? Or does it only 
seem to? And only for a while? 

In the , a 
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We think it is clear that if the decision on our 
defense perimeter was ea mistake it was fot ex- 
clusively Mr. Acheson’s mistake, He was express- 
ing a policy, not his Own personal views. And 
the policy had complete backing from our mili- 
tary leaders at the time. 

It may be argued that Secretary Achéson 
should not have stated the policy publicly, within 
earshot of the Communists. But In a democracy 
such policies must be publicly known. The peo~ 
ple of the United States have a right to know 
what our policies are, as Gen. Eisenhower has 
often said. 

,Not only Secretary Acheson but no less a 
military figure than Gen. MacArthur publicly 
supported our policy on Korea as it stood before 
the Communist attack. Gen. MacArthur had fre- 
quently reférred to Korea as indefensible. He 


had said that “anyone who commits the Ameri — 


ean army on the mainland of Asia ought to have 
his head examined.” In March 1949 and later in 
the same year he publicly told interviewers ex- 
actly what Acheson told the public in January 
1950—that our defense perimeter, the line which 
we must defend in the interest of our own se- 
curity, lay along the Japanese-Philippine chain 
of islands, ®xcluding both Korea and Formosa. 
Does Gen, Eisenhower believe that this deci- 
sion was wrong at the time, or that it should 
now be révised? American forces went into Ko- 
rea not to fight for tefritory but to fight for the 
principle of collective resistance to aggression. 
Does the General believe that Korea should 
now be designated as strategically vital to our 
defense—that a military outpost on the mainland 
of Asia should be included in our security plan- 
ning? If so, he should tell the people frankly 
what this means in terms of permanently ex- 
tending our military commitments. 
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For Uniform Building Codes 

Building codes have been improved in many 
communities over the past few years, but one 
area of improvement has been neglected. It was 
pointed out by Joseph P. Wolff; city building 
commissioner of Detroit, at a meeting of the 
Missouri Municipal League here. The great task 
ahead, as Mr. Wolff said, is the achievement of 
a greater degree of uniformity of building codes. 

The reasons for uniformity are obvious. When 
each city has ‘approximately the same require- 
ments for construction methods, the manufac- 
turers of materials and equipment can shoot for 
a national market which in many Cases may en- 
able them to reduce costs. Extreme variations, 
moreover, encourage what Mr. Wolff called 
“legalized rackets”—that is, giving preference 
to certain matérials to the exclusion of others. 

Total uniformity on a national scale is im- 
possible and probably undesirable. But the 
Building Officials Conference which Mr. Wolff 
heads is to be commended for endéavoring to 
bring about as wide a degree of code unification 
as possible. 
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Tyranny in Travel 

George Weller reports from Rome that some 
Americans are being ordered home from their 
travels by simple withdrawal of passports. There 
is no explanation. A citizen m&y only .be told 
to “fly home and find out in Washington what 
you've done.” 

This is a reverse twist on the absurd cases 
of Linus Pauling and Owen Lattimore, who were 
not allowed to leave this country. Pauling, a 


noted chemist, could not go to a scientific meet- 


ing in Britain. Lattimore was restricted on a 
“hot tip” which proved false and the State De- 
partment was obliged to apologize to him. 


More often, as Mr. Weller says, the citizen 
who is denied a passport is not well Known and 
lacks funds to press an inquiry. And inquiry 
may do no good. The State Department has dis- 
gretion to do what it does without explaining why. 


But Americans have always been roamers and 
few are accustomed Yo having some bureaucrat 
tell them where they can go or if they can. 
Abuse of the passport discretion will make any 
normal citizen angry enough to bite the State 
Department. Moreover, it will look ludicrous to 
other peoples, for it is no sign of American 
freedom. 

Congress ought to provide definite, fair stand- 
ards for denying passports. This would call of- 
ficialdom to account. It would prevent resent- 
ment among our citizens and damaged prestige 
abroad. And beyond All that, Améficans ought 
to be encouraged to travel in a world that is 
narrowing around them. 
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Close to a Merit System 

St. Louis county is preparing to put a new 
civil service system to work Nov. 1. The County 
Council resisted political interference and 
adopted an excellent merit ordinance. And Coun- 
ty Supervisor Matthews has proposed three men 
for the commission which will establish merit 
rules for county employes. 

These men are Fred M. Karches, who led a 
citizens’ group which drafted the ordinance; Dr. 
Leo A. Will, chief of staff of County Hospital. 
and Jackson F. Adams, an attorney. All are 
thoroughly qualified. The only disquieting fac- 
tor is that Dr. Will already has a connection, 
though indirectly, with the county government. 

It is most unusual for a civil service body to 
include anybody cofihected in any way with one 
of the departments for which it establishes rules. 
The commission ought to be completely inde- 
pendent. If it is, no questions of partiality or 
politics are likely to arise. 

Each step toward building a civil service will 
set a precedent. For the present pian is only 
partial. The merit system will take in somewhat 
less than half the county employes, who work 
in the hospital and three other departments now 


Right now St. Louis county is going only 
half way toward civil service. But how it pro- 
ceeds will determine whether it can go all the 
way toward modernizing its government.

Expects*America to Keep 
Leading Fight Against 
Aggression Regardless 


of Who Wins. 


SCARBOROUGH, England, Oct. 
11 (UP)}—Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill predicted today the 
United States will continue to 
lead the fre enations against 
Communist aggression regardless 
of who wins the presidential 


election. 

He told the closing session of 
the Conservative party’s annual 
conference «that the Republicans’ 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and the 
Democrats’ Adlai Stevenson “are, 
in character and ability, two of 
their (America’s) finest men.” 

“We are all watching from day 
to day the presidential election 
in the United States,” Churchill 
said. 

Two Facts About Election. 

“Democracy works by different 
methods in that great republic 
from those to which we are ac- 
customed over here. But there 
are two facts about which there 
is no doubt. 

“The first is that the American 
system has produced two can- 
didates for President who are, 
in character and ability, two of 
their finest men; and second is 
that, whichever of them wins, the 
United States will not abandon 
the mission of leading the free 
nations in resistance to Commu- 
nist aggression and that the un- 
derlying unities of’ the English- 
speaking world will grow broader 
and deeper and stronger as the 


years roll by.” 


Churchill said Britain would 
not fall into the Soviet trap of 
splitting the Western Allies off 
from the United States. 

“The foundation of our foreign 
policy is a true and honorable 
comradeship with the United 
States, in defense of the life of 
the free world against the im- 
mense aggression and infiltration 
"ema ve imperialism,” he 
ga 

“This has already since the war 
dominated half Europe and all 
China without the loss of a single 
Russian uniform, and 
at the present time the totalita- 
rian oligarchy in the Kremlin 


controls armies in Europe far ex- 
ceeding. any which we and our 


allies have been able to gather.”

Roosevelt Beats 
Southwest First 
+ Time in 4 Years

Julius Blanke, McKinley's ca- 
pable football coach, was an in- 
terested spectator last night at 
the Public Schools Stadium and 
today he will be everything but 
an active participant as his Gold- 
bugs launch their league cam- 
paign against Cleveland. Kickoff 


for the first game of the after/ 


noon doubleheader on the North 
Kingshighway field is 1 o'clock.

Blanke took notes as Roosevelt 
defeated Southwest, 6-0, in a 
game in which every inch of 
ground was yielded grudgingly.

A 
setback had Southwest danger- 
ously close to a safety so Jim 
Kenny’s Longhorns tried to punt 
out of the hole.

Roosevelt's 
Jim Short carried to the one-foot 
mark as the period ended.

But federal 
aid to local health plans that 
helps make medical care available 
to those who need it is right. 

Or again, take the question of 
natural resources and public 
power. By our principle of the 
middle way our Federal Govern- 
ment should not be the monopo- 
list of our power program. But 
it should be an active, helping 
partner to our state and local 
agencies. 

Whatever the problem—from 
electric power to family health— 
government should proceed along 
the middle way. Thus we keep 
in balance the twin ideals of se- 
curity and of liberty. To work for 
One at the expense of the other 
ends by endangering both. 

We will strengthen both liber- 
ty and security. That is the aim 
of this crusade. 


Reviews Labor Program. 


Next: What is true of govern- 
ment is true of labor. In address- 
ing the American Federation of 
Labor convention last month in 
New York, I summed up miy prin- 
ciples in two firm convictions. 
First, I pledged a government 
that would give fair and just hear- 
ing to all labor’s needs and prob- 
lems. Second, I described slanted 
appeals to labor that treated our 
working men as a race apart, 
rather than in’ the fullness of 
their dignity as free American 
citizens wanting no kind of spe- 
cial treatment—stern and patron- 
izing. 

Here again, I know, the ex- 
tremes probably offer more allur- 
ing solution. Radicals hail Amer- 
ican workers as their neglected 
brothers—and hope to climb to 
political power on their backs. 
Reactionary extremists attack 
American unions as unnecessary 
or greedy—and hope to climb to 
wealth on their broken backs. In 
the matter of labor disputes, I 
stand for the simple, too long 
neglected ideal of voluntary arbi- 
tration. I stand by my convic- 
tion that labor problems need not 
and should not be exploited by 
employers for economic gain or 
by politicians for political gain. I 
am deeply suspicious of compul- 
sion by any side—by union lead- 
ers, by employers, or by a gov- 
ernment. Especially I distrust a 
government whose only remedy 
for strikes is seizure and whose 
chief concern for labor is its votes. 


Foreign Policy Problems. 

Next: What is true of these 
problems of government and of 
labor is equally true of problems 
of foreign policy. Bluster in words 
cpuld here mean national hu- 
miliation. So, too, would meek 
appeasement in deeds. The way 


to true national security is some- 


thing different from either ex- 
treme: Quiet firmness in words, 
effective strength in purpose, in 
productivity, and in arms. 

The specific problem of arm- 
ing our nation presents a par- 
ticularly clear problem in find- 
ing and adheriug to the middle 
way. One extreme view would 
have us arm with hysterical 
speed—leading to an unman- 
ageable financial problem. The 
opposite extreme is no less dan- 
gerous: Its obsession with econ- 
only, is so fierce that it would 


| simply convert; us into a rich 


and defenseless prize for the 
bold aggressor. 


Real security demands both 
military strength and solvency. 
It involves complex logistics 
but it also. involves . simple 
mathematics. 


This ideal of the middle way 
also points to the method of de- 
fending against Communist sub- 
version. 

Here we all know the two most 
extreme approaches. The first at- 
tacks the danger with a zeal that 
takes no account of our civil 
liberities. It wounds the innocent 
as well as the guilty. It is a 
parody, of righteous justice. 

That extreme I have firmly and 
explicitly renounced. We cannot 
pretend to defend freedom with

of tyrants. 


The opposite extreme is no less 
Tepugnant to me. This extreme 
talks in the slick vocabulary of 
“red herring” and “phantoms.” 
This view inspired the opposition 
leaders to treat with a light touch 
the whole ugly record of Commu- 
nist infiltration and subversion.

We will not treat it that way.

The combat troops of that cru- 
sade are the millions of Americans 
through the length and breadth 
of theland. Americans all,. not 
merely of one designation, but 
Republicans, independents, Dem- 
ocrats, determined that good gov- 
ernment is absolutely essential 
to America, not only for their in- 
ternal welfare but to establish 
that peaceful position in the world 
that is necessary to continue this 
progress and prosperity. 

Such an enormous array of 
combat troops needs a vast hier- 
achy of leadership. That leader- 
ship exists throughout the land 
and nowhere have I come across 
men where I have been prouder 
of the particular segment of the 
state command than I have here 
in Arizona. You have your own 
Gov. Pyle, to whom I am particu- 
larly anxious to pay my tribute of 
admiration and esteem.

Lewis accused the leadership of 
both the AFL and CIO, “proud 
péefhaps of their privileges and ar- 
rogant in their strength” of hav- 
ing “failed miserably” to live up 
to their trust. 

Heads of big unions who domi- 
mate the AFL, Lewis said, have 
agreed not to let “eight or nine 
million new members in” and 
change the balance of power. 

“Their jobs are at stake,” Lewis 
observed, ‘that is what some stu- 
dents of scientific philosophy 
might call economic determinism. 

Position of Mine Workers. 

“The position of the United 
Mine Workers of America is that 
they are willing and anxious to 
join with the united labor move- 
ment in this country. 

“The mine workers are not will- 
ing to make a pledge to rejoin the 
American Federation of Labor 
and have the craft executives of 
that organization put a _ micro- 
scope on the membership of our 
union, to find out whether in 
some coal mine there is a machin-

IT WAS THEN that Jose met La Argentinita. 
Talking his way past the stage door keeper at the 
Mark Hellinger, Jose knocked at the dressing room 
of the famous dancer and before long was telling 
her of his great admiration for her dancing. The 
star listened to the story of his own. hopes for a 
dancing career, later came to see him dance at 
the small cafe where he was appearing and in 
1942 invited him to join her company. 

With La Argentinita, Jose arpeared throughout 
the United States and when the famous dancer 
died in 1945, the young man whom she had be- 
friended took her remains back to Spain. There 
her friends insisted that Jose form with the 
dancer's sister, Pilar Lopez, a new company. The 
new company prospered and traveled throughout 
Spain for two years. 

Then Jose was tempted by the movies, made two 
films in Spain, and in 1948 formed his own com- 
pany of Spanish dancers, With this company he 
appeared for two months in Paris, toured all of 
France and the Scandinavian countries and the 
next season repeated the original itinerary with 
the addition of Finland, the low countries and 
Switzerland.

ra Y 3-year-old son {s driving me nuts. He is on the go 
M from daylight till long past dark. I cannot keep up 

with him and I am so tired I can’t think. I break 
down and spank him, knowing full well that is bad. The books 
say that a child's temperament is his own and he must not 
be expected to behave according to adult rules, but I'm worn 
out. Help.” 

It is true that a child gtemperament is his own, So are his 
eyes and ears and hands and feet. But that does not neces- 
sarily imply that he is to use himself in a way to distress 
those sentenced to live with him for the next 20-odd years. 
Far from it.

TRUE, A CHILD IS CHILDISH and must behave like a 
child, but it is also true that he is to be led to ways that will 

enable him to put away childish things and cease to think as 
a child. The time to start teaching is when he is very young, 
because what he learns then is what is going to stay with him 
to the end. What is it we would have him learn that will 
sustain him ‘through the years, enabling him to be a self- 
sustaining person, a friend to others who will be friends to 
him? 

Consideration for other's rights and feelings. He must 
play. Provide the tim@ and the place. He must stamp and run 
and jump and shout. Provide the time and the place. He must 
sit quietly at times; he myst learn to listen as well as talk; 
he must learn to give service as well as take it. But how? 

Nobody can lay down a program for any mother and 
child. Once the basic ideas are set the mother must.work out 
the schedule according to the household’s ways. That schedule 
must be loose enough for variation and yet rigid enough to 
make for day-by-day repetition that sets habits.

IN THE HOUSE there should be a space—a room, ff that 
fs possible, a corner of a room, a porch, some place where 
the child’s belongings are safe and in which he is free to use 
them. There should be an hour a day when he can play hard 
outdoors, shout to free his lungs, jump to strengthen his back 
and: legs, climb to give him power in his big muscle masses 
and grow a sense of power. That feeling of power is what 
is needed to take a child off his mother’s back and put him 
on his own feet. 

The books offer a eounsel of perfection. That must be 
eo. Just as a good cook studies a recipe and modifies it to her 
family’s needs, an intelligent mother studies the books, studies 
the child she has, and acts accordingly, knowing, as she must, 
that her situation is personal to herself and her child. All the 
dector can do is help temporarily over a hard place. The 
patient must help himself in the light of the doctor’s advice.

“LOQUACIOUS.” 


“Loquacious, brawling, ever in 
the wrong.”—JOHN DRYDEN. 
HE person we call loquacious 
T toca is talkative, perhaps to 
the point of being garrulous. 
The word stems from the Latin 
“loqui” to speak, which produced 
“loquax,” and our “loquacious.” 
In the background, 
there was a Greek root meaning 
to rattle or shriek, of which the 
poet’s line is reminiscent! 

It is interesting to take a look 
at some of the other branches of 
this . etymological family tree, 
whose root is in “loqui,” to speak. 
There is “obloquy,” which we 
think of. as a generalization of 
disgrace. This also is, first and 
foremost, a kind of speech, deriv- 
ing from “obloqui,” the prefix 
“ob” meaning against; obloquy, in 
the sense of its origin defines cen- 
sorious speech which blames, 
which reproaches; obloquy is de- 
traction, and it can be defamation, 
From this speech, which is cen- 
sure, comes the frequent usage 
of this word in the sense of odium, 
in which the agency of speech is 
obscure. 

There are other interesting off- 
shoots of speech in its different 
aspects, with which the dictionary 
beckons the lovers of words,

Morris Ernest and Divid Loth 
point out in their book on divorce, 
“For Better or Worse,” couples 
are often jealous of each other 
even after they have separated 
and are enemies. The jealousy is 
especially bitter if one former 
partner ‘sees the other blissfully 
happy in a new marriage. Often 
an ex-wife is jealous of her for- 
mer mother-in-law, or her own 
children or her ex-husband’s en- 
joyment of busingss, friends or 
sports. Jealousy always comes 
from a feeling of inferiority and 
frustration.

Its usefulness is con- 
stantly growing; it publishes a 
newsletter and the records of its 
proceedings. It encourages study 
tours, which offer to social work- 
ers an opportunity to learn the 
needs and the programs of coun- 
tries other than their own.

AUL, a six-year-old St. Louis- 
Pi, died in City Hospital last 

week of diphtheria. His death 
interrupted a splendid record of 
36 consecutive months without a 
diphtheria death among residents 
of St. Louis. His mother, two 
of his sisters, and a schoolmate 
are now being treated in the Iso- 
lation Unit of the City Hospital 
for diphtheria. None of them 
give a history of having been 
gen oe against diphtheria. 

In March of 1951, Paul received 
one “shot” of diphtheria-pertussis- 
tetanus vaccine, but this was not 
enough to protect him against the 
disease. For full protection three 
“shots,” given one month apart, 
are necessary.

THIS FIRST SERIES of three 
injections should be given by the 
time: the child is, three to six 
months old. Every child should 
receive a “booster” dose of this 
vaccine at age 3, and again before 


' he enters schools to reinforce his 


previous protection. 

Diphtheria is a preventable dis- 
ease. The effectiveness of this 
simple preventive measure has 
Deen conclusively demonstrated 
in St. Louis. 

Fifteen years ago there were 
382 cases and 16 deaths recorded 
among residents of St. Leuis, It 
was about this time that the St. 
Louis Health Division, with the 
co-operation of. the Health and 
Hygiene Division of the Board of 
Education and the practicing phy- 
sicians of St. Louis, began an in-

WHICH MAKE UP OUR FAVORITE JELLIES, JAMS AND CONSERVES, 


NUMBER of favorite jellies, 
jams and conserves are early 
fall products. Both grapes and 

Plums have a tang that makes 
them particularly appropriate 
when preserved for serving with 
meat. They will not be scorned, 
however, at breakfast time. - 
Country or small town dwellers 
are quite likely to have grape- 
vines either wild in the woods or 
semi-cultivated in the garden. 
Often, the latter are not the qual- 
ity we like for the table but they 
are fine for jellies and jams. City 
dwellers may be tempted to pay 
the price of a good-sized basket 
of Eastern grapes and devote some 
of them for this. ’ 


If you like the skins in the jam, 
the grapes must be pulped by 
hand. The use of commercial pec- 
tin will stretch the amount of 
fruit. That is, you will have more 
glasses of jam (you may call it 
conserve). If you make it by this 
method, the recipe will be includ- 
ed with the pectin. 

If you live near the shore, you 
may be able to pick the wild 
beach plums that grow on low 
shrubs. The wild plums that grow 
on trees in a wood also have a 
delicious flavor. They contain a 
large amount of natural pectin. 
Then, there are the fall pears that 


need special treatment as they 


lack the jelly-making properties. 
From Kalamazoo, Mich., comes 

a recipe for a lime-pear combina- 

tion just as it was written by Marie 


Thompson. She also mentioned 
that she had made grape jam 
from the vines in her own back- 
yard. “I used one large, heavy 
lime which measured the quarter 
cup of juice. And I used Bartlett 
pears. I purchased the pears a 
week ago and left them on my 
front porch to ripen, putting them 
into the refrigerator, three or four 
at a time, until I had enough. 
One pear makes about one-half 
cup of crushed fruit.” 
Pear and Lime Jam. 

Three pounds Bartlett pears 
(three and one-half cups prepared 
fruit). One-quarter-cup lime juice. 
Four and one-half cups sugar. One 
box fruit pectin. 

Peel and core fully ripe pears, 
Crush or grind. Add lime juice. 
Measure sugar to add later. Place 
fruit over high heat, add pectin 
and stir until mixture comes to a 
hard boil. Stir in sugar and bring 
to boil. Boil hard one minute, stir- 
ring constantly. Remove jam 
from heat. Stir foam in with 
spoon. Ladle into glasses, to one- 
half-inch from top. Seal with hot 
melted paraffin. Yield: eight six- 
oypce glasses. 

Beach Plum Jam. 

Cover plums with water. Cook 
until soft. Cool and pit. Combine 
pulp with equal amount of sugar. 
Stir until dissolved. If pulp is dry, 
add a small amount of water. Con- 
tinue cooking until thick, stirring 
occasionally. If desired, the pulp 
may be put through a sieve be- 
fore the sugar is added.
